Claims 1-30 lack novelty under PCT Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Stickler, US Patent Publication 2003/0105746 Al. Stickler 
discloses an agent intercepting a response form a request in paragraphs 18 and 20. Stickler discloses a wrapper around code 
modifications in paragraph 390. Stickler discloses executing the wrapper-modified code at a client computer in Figure 1 . Stickler 
discloses the use of proxies in paragraph 152. Stickler discloses a server in Figure 1. Stickler discloses the use of Java in paragraphs 388 
and 390. Stickler discloses using a separate file for the response in paragraph 59. Stickler discloses embedding content in paragraph 220. 
Stickler discloses function calls and parameters in paragraphs 288-300. Stickler discloses overloading functions in paragraphs. 687-6 89. 

Claims 1-30 meet the criteria set out in PCT article 22(4), and thus have industrial applicability because the subject matter claimed can 
be made or used in industry. 
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
